Dark Eyes Said to Be More General 
Among; Women Than Among: Men. 

Into the realm of sentiment, with 
heavy footfall, like a bull in a china 
shop or an elephant .among porcelain, 
the sedate and matter of fact statistician 
obtrudes himself, intent on dealing, 
through percentages, with matters' 
which one might think would be ex¬ 
empt from such prosaic consideration. 
The latest subjects of statistical inquiry 
are light and dark eyes, and as the re¬ 
sult of sundry responses to questions 
propounded in varioas countries and 
duly authenticated it has been discov¬ 
ered—and not merely discovered, but 
also proved—that, taking the.average of 
Europe and America, 44 .6 is the per¬ 
centage of men having, light eyes, in¬ 
cluding bine and gray. The proportion 
of girls and women having blue or gray 
eyes is by the same computation 34.2 
per cent. In other words, blue eyes are 
decidedly rarer among women than 
among men, and it is for this reason 
perhaps that blue eyes, especially in 
combination with blond hair, are es¬ 
teemed so highly as a feature of femi¬ 
nine beauty. 

Men have light eyes oftener than 
women, but in the intermediate grade 
of color between light and dark the 
percentage of the two sexes is very 
nearly though not quite the same. In 
this intermediate category are brown 
and hazel eyes—neither pure light nor 
genuine black. The percentage of these 
among men is 43.1 and among women 
45. 1 . The percentage of dark, or, more 
properly, black, eyes is larger among 
women, being 20.7 per cent of the whole 
number, while among men it is 12 .3.

• Apple Sane© That Will Keep. j 

This is as great a convenience as pre¬ 
serves, the preparation of apples for 
sauce not being always convenient for 
the busy housekeeper. Inferior apples 
may be used in this way, and the wind¬ 
falls of early autumn, when one is for¬ 
tunate enough to own an orchard, will 
be found quite available. They should, 
bo peeled, cored and freed from every 
blemish, then cut ap in quite small 
pieces. A large earthen jar with a cover 
should be ready to receive them. Into 
this put first a liberal sprinkling of 
sugar, with cinnamon to taste, then a 
layer of apples, then more sugar and 
cinnamdn, and so on till the jar is full. 
The sugar should be regulated accord¬ 
ing to the tartness of the apples, from a 
quarter to a half pound for one pound 
of apples being the rule. The jar 
should, be placed at the back of the 
range and the fruit kept covered and 
gently simmering through the day. It 
shqpld then be set away to cool, and the 
apples taken out only as they are heeded 
for sauce or desserts. Having no water 
mixed with them, apples prepared in 
this way are very palatable.—Ladies’ 
Home Journal.

A Cool, Calculating Farmer Explains the 
Situation to His Wife—He Thinks He 
Will Gain Nearly $2,000 by the' Sixteen 
to One Scheme—Half of This Will Be 
Taken From the Wages of His' Farm¬ 
hands-His Wife Shocked at the Idea of 
Cheating Their Hir ed Help—Will Do Her 
Best to Prevent Bryan’s Election. 

Farmer—I reckon this free silver’s 
about the best friend of ns farmers 
that’s come cur way since the war. Al¬ 
lowing Bryan’s elected all right this 
year, I calc’late I’ll be worth nearly 
$ 2,000 more next year than now. 

Farmer’s Wife—Nonsense,, Harvei I 
don’t believe silver's going to make 
folks rich. One’l] have to work for a 
.living if Bryan’s elected just as hard as 
if he isn’t. - . 

F.—I don’t deny but what you’re 
head’s level there, Jane. Some folks 
will have to work harder, but it won’t 
be us farmers. We’ll come out on top 
, with free silver. That’s sure's shooten. 
F. W.—What crazy notion’s in your 
head now anyhow? IFyon think farm¬ 
ers are smart enough to make laws 
that’ll take money out of other folks’ 
pockets and put it into theirs? 

F.—P’r’aps not, but they’re going to 
try it. I s’pose you don’t eee, ;t how free 
silver’ll help us, but I do. 

F. W.—If you’ll take my advice, 
you’ll not bother yourself to death try- 
sing to get rich by free silver. I’ll war¬ 
rant it won’t work as you calc’late. 

F.—I’ll tell yon one way’ it’ll help 
me,'Jane. You know that if Svo get 
free coinage we will have silver dollars 
worth ’bout 50 cents—same’s Mexican 
dollars now. 

F. W.—I thought Bryan said that 
silver’d be worth just as much as gold 
when we get free silver. 

F.—Yes, that’s what he says in the 
east so’s he won’t scare the millhands 
and savings bank folks too much. But he 
don’t talk that way out here, because he 
know’s that ain’t what we’re after. We 
want cheap money, so’s prices of wheat, 
corn and pork’ll be twice as high, same 
as in Mexico. 

F. W.—Supp’s’n they are. Wouldn’t 
you have to pay twice as much for 
clothes and groc’r’es and everything else 
you’d have to buy? If you got $2 instead 
of $ 1 , you’d have to spend $2 instead of 
$1. It’d be as broaa as it is long. If 
that’s the way-silver’s going to make you 
rich, you’ll never get rich. 

F.—But I wouldn’t have to spend $2 
for every $11 spend now.' You know, we 
have at least two hired men the whole 
year and three to five more from April 
to November, besides the hired girl for 
most of the year. Do you reckon I’m 
going to raise their pay when we get 
free silver? 

F. W.—I s’pose so. Why shouldn’t 
you? 

F.—Just because I wouldn’t have to. 
P’raps after a year or so I’d give ’em 
$2 or ,$3 more a month, but nothing, 
like double what they’re getting now. 

I calc’late I’d save between $800 and 
$ 1,000 in wages—not quite so much on 
John and Dave, because they board with 
ns, and of course'tho prices of some of 
the things they eat would go up, but* 
I’d save ’bout Half on my day hands 
who live and board at home. That’s 
hbw I figger it, and it’s -’cording to the 
opinion of Governor Boies and other big 
silver people. They say farm wages is 
too high for profits and that silver’ll 
bring ’em down. 

F. W.—And so that’s why you’re for 
free silver, Harve Grimes; want to cheat 
your poor hired hands out of half their 
wages, men who now can hardly keep 
their families out of the poorhouse! I 
thought it was them Wall street Shy- 
locks and gold bugs you’re after with 
your free silver stick and that you're 
trying to square accounts with them 
rich fellers, but it seems— 

F.—Hold up there, Jane! Free silver’s 
going, to save us ’bout $ 1,000 on what I 
still owe on that $4,000 mortgage. 
Who d’you think’ll lose that? 

F. W.—I don’t care who’d lose it 
’Tain’t right to cheat anybody, but I 
wouldn’t say a word so long’s it’s some¬ 
body who could afford to lose it, but when 
it comes to cheating your poor neighbors 
it’s time to put a stop to it. I don’t 
care if you never get that other farm 
paid for. I guess we won’t starve on 
this old farm. I’m going to tell John 
and Dave and ail. the others just how 
free silver will hurt them, and I’ll get 
them all to vote against Bryan. The 
idea of such farmers as you trying to ■ 
elect Bryan to cut down the wages of 
your hired men! I’m ashamed of you, I 
am! ' 


THE 1 FARMER’S REAL GRIEVANCE. 

Not a Back of Money In the Country, hat 

'of Banking: Facilities In Country Dis¬ 
tricts—Mr. Shearman’s Propriflid Rem¬ 
edy. ; v .''I;: 

Why has Canada ’ no currency ques¬ 
tion, no cry for cheap-^anoney and no 
campaign against gold? These are ques¬ 
tions which Mr. Thomas G. Shearman 
answers very effectively in the London 
Times of Sept. .11. 

Briefly summarized, Mr. Shearman’s 
explanation of the discontent among 
farmers, which has lead to the ridicu- 
lous demand for free silver, is that most 
'farmers in the west and south are de¬ 
prived of the benefits of banking facili¬ 
ties. They seldom see or use a check 
and are unacquaintedjwith the benefits 
of banks and bank credits. For this 
reason there is a great scarcity of cur¬ 
rency. in most rural districts. The 
“country store” supplies in part and in 
a crude and costly way the credits 
which tide many farmers over from one 
season to another. Because of the great 
risk involved, the storekeeper, by charg¬ 
ing high prices for his goods and by 
paying low prices for farm products, 
really gets from 25 to 40 per cent inter- j 
est on tho credits given to the farmers. 
Of conrse such interest eats up all of I 
the profits of a large class of farmers. 

The country storekeeper really does a 
banking business in if clumsy and cost¬ 
ly way. Local banks, snch as exist in 
Canada, would furnish the farmers 
with’ credits at about one-fonrth the 
cost of store" credits. With such banks 
the .farmers could sell their crops for 
checks, deposit them in banks and take 
up their discounted notes in this way. 
The farmer knows nothing of this 
method of conducting transactions and 
thinks that his 'needs can be supplied 
only by making more money—cheaper 
money if necessary. 

The farmers, therefore, make no 
efforts to obtain better banking facili¬ 
ties. Instead they work and vote 
against banks and bankers at every op¬ 
portunity. They tax money and other 
loanable capital at 2 or 234 per cent 
while demanding that interest be re¬ 
duced to 2 per cent/ They thus drive 
away the Very money they are so eager 
to get. In some sections of the south it 
is 50 or 75 miles to the nearest bank. 
They prohibit branch banks, such as ex¬ 
ist in Canada and Scotland to the great 
advantage of remote country districts. 

The farmers themselves are the great¬ 
est enemies to what is most needed in 
their communities—first class banks of 
deposit and discount. Mr. Shearman 
makes this point clear. He says that 
Canadian farmers “have suffered from 
.the fail of prices and from every other 
alleged result of the single gold stand¬ 
ard to the same extent as the farmers 
south of them. Yet there is no bimetal¬ 
lic league in Canada, and the cry for 
cheaper money is not heard. ■ Canada 
has not' only enough money to supply 
all of her own wants, but also lends 
such great amounts in the United States 
that jealous American bankers some¬ 
times try to shut Canadian money out. ” 

Mr. Shearman sees what too few 
seem to see—that the farmers have a 
real monetary or currency grievance. 
He has indicated what is probably the 
only way of giving relief. He offers 
something positive. That the farmers 
are not willing to take the only remedy 
for their ills and prefer the quack free 
silver and cheap money remedies only 
prolongs their sufferings and makes a 
rational solution of the money question 
more difficult and uncertain.
